The regulations as prescribed by 
this Com m ittee are administered by 
the State D epartm ent of Education 
through high school supervisors. 
In 
the visits of the supervisors and in 
their rep orts to school authorities, 
recom mendation# are offered in the 
spirit 
of 
cooperation 
arid 
helpful 
suggestion, with the earnest desire 
that all school authorities will join 
with the State D epartm ent of E d ­ 
ucation in raising standards of *ec' 
ondary education in Texas. 
In order that the school may be 
properly certified it is essential that 
minimum requirem ents as outlined 
in Bulletin 150 be met. 
To that end,

A failure to observe items 3 
and J will jeopardize the classification 
of the school. 
5. That due credit be given the j 
Parent-Teacher Association for their 
active interest in, all school matters. 
This v*>ar the Association has pro­ 
vided fund* to purchase $75 worth 
of Vietrola records and $ 1 0 0 worth 
of laboratory equipment. 
Through their assistance, too, 
as well as th;.’ of the citizens in gen­ 
eral, the sum of $600 has been spent 
in repairing the roof.
